KPFA  PROGRAM  PARTICIPANTS  -  FRANK  DE  BELLIS 

Known  to  KPFA  listeners  for  his  "Music  of  the  Italian  Masters"  on  Sunday 
nights,  Frank  de  Bellis  has  been  prominent  in  the  cultural  life  of  the  Bay  Area  since 
1941.  With  a  particular  interest  in  the  aspects  of  our  civilization  that  derive  from 
the  Italian  Renaissance,  he  has  assembled  a  large  and  treasurable  collection  of 
Renaissance  and  Baroque  music  books,  manuscripts,  and  scores.  His  collection  of 
Italian  music  on  records  is  considered  one 
of  the  most  complete  in  private  hands. 

Mr.  de  Bellis  has  sought  to  share  these 
treasures  with  the  interested  public,  not 
only  through  his  radio  broadcasts  but  via 
public  exhibits,  lectures  on  the  varied  as- 
pects of  Italian  culture,  and  concerts  from 
the  manuscript  and  printed  material  in  his 
collection.  This  work  began  quite  infor- 
mally in  1941,  when  he  put  on  informal 
weekly  sessions  in  his  home  at  which  rec- 
ordings of  operas  were  played.  The  public 
was  invited,  and  listeners  were  provided 
with  libretti  and  scores.  Lively  discussions 
of  the  music,  the  composers  and  performers 
involved,  and  the  background  of  the  works 
proved  so  popular  that  there  was  soon  not 
enough  room  to  accommodate  all  who 
wished  to  come.  Mr.  de  Bellis  was  then 
requested  by  various  schools  in  the  area 
to  conduct  programs  and  lectures  on  his 
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"Records  Borrowed  from  Thos  Tenney"

specialized  interests.  These  lectures  are  enriched  with  material  from  his  collection  .  .  . 
rare  illuminated  incunabula,  coins,  Etruscan  and  Roman  pottery,  art  works,  reproduc- 
tions and  musical  instruments. 

Last  fall,  as  a  testimonial  to  his  many  and  varied  contributions  to  the  cultural 
life  of  the  area,  Mr.  de  Bellis  was  given  a  banquet  at  the  Mark  Hopkins  at  which  he 
was  presented  with  commendations  from  the  Governor  of  California  and  the  Mayor 
of  San  Francisco.  Perhaps  the  words  of  one  of  those  tributes  would  best  summarize 
his  activities : 

"...  in  the  furtherance  of  his  outstandingly  humanitarian  efforts  to  promul- 
gate in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  a  better  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the

grams; has  given  many  illustrated  lectures  on  music  appreciation;  has  presented 
numerous  exhibits  for  the  edification  of  countless  viewers  .  .  .  and  has  brought  to  the 
people  of  the  Bay  Area  cultural  values  which  could  never  have  been  realized  without 
his  limitless  bounty  .  .  .  hereby  commend  him  in  the  highest  degree  .  .  ."
